Residents 
missed the whistles, wonderec 
when if ever their day woulc 
be broken by the industrla 
clamor, speculated what it woulc 
be like to hear those triumphan 
sounds again.

Today the whistles have re 

turned, they emit their distinct 
ive signals with Joyous regular 
Ity and, as they sound off, bring 
smiles to the faces of men anc 
women who, as they recall the 
silence of the depression, grate 
fully regulate their clocks, busl 
ness or household duties by the 
blasts. There is no talk of ban 
nlng the whistles, they are as 
welcome as pay-day. If any 
thing, more whistles, louder 
longer and shriller than ever are 
wanted here.

Easily the most distinctive of 
the Torrance whistle family li 
the strange throat of the siren 
nt the General Petroleum re­ 
finery. This unnatural cross be­ 
tween the bray of a mule In dire 
pain and the ear-thudding re­ 
sonance of a banshee's mourn­ 
ing wail sweeps over factory 
and house tops at intervals to 
set half the dogs In town to 
howling. Some mothers arc said 
to obtain good corrective results 
with naughty moppets by as

A purely amateur and unoffi- 

ciat estimate-of this range would 
be Mallbu Beach on the west, 
Balboa Island on . the east, 
Clearwater on the north and, al­ 
lowing for atmospheric condi­ 
tions, Catallna Island on the 
south. This test would be a 
veritable field-day for Torrance 
whistle-blowers, experienced men 
all who know how to extract 
the greatest amount of noise 
from their charges In the least 
amount of time.

Whistle-blowing, one veteran 
has said, Is an art. You've got 
to know the exact moment when 
your whistle Is ready to give 
Its utmost. Steam or air pres­ 
sure must be studied, a know 
ledge of sound-mechanics Is ad 
vantageous and above all, : 
steady hand is essential. On 
must grasp the whistle-cord o 
valve with firm yet friendly

iurancc and, after the propel 
interval of noise, shut 
whistle abruptly so that there 
will be no lingering after-beat 
which would mar one's per 
formance.

Two Timely Dishes
Spring calls for lighter main- 

course dishes so we may be efc- 
cused if we insist upon enjoy­ 
ing a dessert containing dates, 
raisins, or some other food, rich 
In calories. An eggless rennet- 
custard made without baking or 
boiling contains plenty of milk 
and makes a particularly desli 
able spring dessert. Here are 
two timely recipes:

Date Rennet-Custard
1 rennet tablet
1 tablespoon cold water
1 pint milk
3 tablespoons sugar
20 dates
Maraschino cherries
Dissolve rennet tablet In one 

tablespoon cold water. Cut 16 
dates in small pieces. Mix well 
vith one-half cup slightly warm 

milk. Press thru a strainer. 
Add strained dates and sugar
to remaining and one-half
cups nilk.

Stir a few 
seconds and pour Immediately 
into Individual dessert glasses.

1 package vanilla rennet 

powder
1 pint milk
4 slices bread
Butter
Raisins
Nutmeg
Remove crusts from bread, 

butter lightly and cut in small 
cubes. Divide the cubed bread 
among six dessert dishes and 
add a few seeded raisins. Warm 
.he mljk to lukewarm not hot. 
Remove from stove. Add rennet 
owder. Stir Immediately and 
irlskly until dissolved. Pour 
mmcdlately over bread. Let set 
until firm about 10 minutes.
